IRRIGATION AND AGRICUL- 
TURE IN OREGON 


The uneven distribution of rainfall 
in the Willamette, Umpqua and Rogue 
river valleys gives a typical humid 
climate during the months of October 
to May, inclusive; and during ithe 
principal growing months of June, 
July and August, almost truly arid 
conditions exist. Under the agricul- 
tural practices of the past, this condi- 
tion was beneficial rather than other- 
wise’ Extremely mild winters, early, 
moist springs and dry summers were 
ideal for the production of grain, and 
as grain was a remunerative crop, all 
farms’ were given up to its produc- 
tion. Fertile as these soils were at 
the beginning, they could not indefin- 
itely continue to produce paying crops 
under the abuse they had suffered. 
Productiveness deteriorated, slowly at 
first, until lands that once produced 
sixty bushels of wheat per acre now 
produce only from ten to twelve. 

As wheat at twelve bushels per acre 
is mut a paying business, agriciltiite in 
that section is undergoing a radical 
change. . Diversified farming is taking 
the place of the one time single-crop 
system. But although the dry season 
was helpful to the wheat grower, per- 
mitting the harvesting, of his crop, 
which has been grown during the 
moist mild winters and warm springs, 
in the best possible condition, it re- 
tards the growing crops which must 
be planted in the spring and harvested 
in the fall. They suffer for lack of 
moisture in a climate where for ninety 
days not enough rain falls to do more 
than replace the evaporation. For- 
age crops, root crops, vegetables, hops 
and fruits must have moisture, and 
that is just what the climate of Ore- 
gon does not provide during the best 
growing months of the year. What 
nature does not provide, man must. 
or the problem confronting the farm- 
ers of western Oregon remains un- 
solved, or rather, solves itself adverse- 
ly to the welfare of that section. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture, through its irrigation of- 


fice, undertook an investigation to de- | 


termine the feasibility of irrigation 
as a means of further intensive agri- 
culture in this region. . The result has 
just been published by Secretary Wil- 
son in Buletin 226 of the Office of Ex- 
periment Stations. With the need of 
irrigation during the dry summer 
months proven, and the great value of 
irrigation demonstrated, the feasibility 
and practicability of developing it on 
an extensive. scale is conclusively 
shown, as there is an abundant water 
supply, the general topography es- 
pecially favors a cheap, economicul 
delivery of it to the land, and the soils 
are adapted to the growing of crops
